Michigan’s boat law requires 
that boat operators involved in 
accidents causing injury or death, 
| or property damage of $50 or more, 
must give their names, addresses 
and registration numbers of their 
craft to those involved in the ac- 
cident. If the boat is rented or 
burrowed,;-they—m ye the 
name and address of the owner. 
If anyone is injured, the operator 
must render help and transport 
the person or persons to a physi- 
cian or surgeon if further treat- 
ment is necessary or requested. 
In any case ,the operator must 
jalso report the accident either to 
a peace officer, the nearest State 
Police office, or the sheriff of the 
county in which it occurred. 

In accidents involving property 
damage of less than $50, the op- 
erators involved must again give 
their names, addresses and boat 
registration’ numbers and t he 
name and address of.the craft’s 
owner if it is rented or borrowed.
